States Intelligence Board concludes that: 

No Sino- Soviet Bloc country intends to initiate direct military 
action in the immediate future. 

Laos : The enemy retains the military initiative and enemy forces 

will continue their probes against RLG positions but will probably re- 
frain from general hostilities pending a resumption of talks. 

Indonesia : Indonesian military infiltration into West New Guinea 

is likely to continue for the immediate future. An increase in Soviet 
military presence can be expected to parallel Indonesian preparations 
for larger scale military operations . ,
